All America is watching with 


intense interest the advent of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
Junior, into national politics. 


Not a few are wondering just 
what it means to a young man 
to follow in the footsteps of a 
famous father. Is it an ad- 
vantage to the son or a handi- 
icap? 

Years ago in England I put 


that question to the late Sir 
Austen Chamberlain. He then 
was British foreign secretary 
and had written his name into 


history with the Locarno treaty 
‘of peace in 1925, 

Sir Austen was son of the not- 
ed statesman Joseph (‘Joe’) 
Chamberlain. He also was a 
brother of Neville who, as prime 
minister, later tried the un- 
happy experiment of appeasing 
Hitler. 

The foreign secretary smiled 
reminiscently, as he looked back 
more than a generation to his 
start in political life, and then 
replied in effect: 

At the outset, of course, the 
father’s position is of sreat help 
to the son, It provides the 
young man an entree which he 
might net otherwise have. It 
gives him useful friendships at 
a most trying period of his ca- 
reer. These things he gets hbe- 
eause he is his father's son. 

However, all that soon 
changes, His political asso- 
erates unconsciously begin to 
measure him against the stat- 
ure of his father. They look for 
far mere from the young man
